his Paſtorale about the yeere of Chriſt 872, This Alphredabour 
the yeere 886.in the 35.ycere of his natiuitie reedeſied this Citie, 
beautifieng the ſame with faire buildings, and committed the 
— thereof to Alphred Earle of Mercia, as the ſame Gregorie te- 
porteth. 

A great part of London was againe burned about the yeere of 
Chriſt 98x, At what time it had moſt buildings, from Ludgate to- 
wards Y/eftminſter, and little, where the heart of the Citie nowe 
is, but buildings ſcattered heere and there out of forme and or- 
der: So that it ſeemed inferior to diuets other Cities of this land, 
as Lincolne, Canterbury, Yorke and others, as by the role of Winche- 
ſter appeereth. But after the conqueſt it was reedehied, and by the 
conquerour greatly increaſed, So that by degrees it is become a 
moſt ample and ſtately Citie, far excelling all other in this land. 

This Citie was (before the conqueſt )made by William Duke of 
Normandy) gouer ned by Portreemes, called of the Saxons po- 
Txzcnefar whom the Germans call Burgrenes, which gouernc- 
ment Richard the firſt altered, and appoimed two baylites. Who 
in the time of King John and by his command were diſcharged, 
for a time, by 35.clders or hcads of the Citie, for a contempt a- 
gainſt the King. But they were not long in diſgrace, but th 
their ſubmiſſion and the diſcreete handling of the matter by theſe 

5. heads or elders of the Citie, the King not onely forgaue the 
baykifes, but granted vnto the Citie by his letters pattents, that 
they ſhould yeerely chooſe vnto themſelues, a Ma yor which vſu- 
ally is of one of the 12. companies, mentioned in the Map of the 
Citie, and two Shirifes who haue beene accuſtomed to take their 
oth vpon Saint Mathewes day, nine daies befor Michelmas, and 
vpon Mic helmas day to take their charge, but it is now otherwile. 
The firſt Mayor was choſen in the tenth yeere of King Iehn, Anno 
1209. Euery Mayor was wont to be preſcnted to the King where- 
ſocucr he was in England, yntill Henrie the thirds time, about Anno - 
1242. and before the King to be ſworne; after that it was referred 
to the Barons of the Exchequere, and ſo continueth to this day, 
Sir John Allin knight, twice Mayor of London gaue a coller of 
gold to be ſucceſſiuely worne by the Mayor Anno 1544. In the 
time of H. 3. alſo the Aldermen of the Citie were ordeined, who 
tooke rule of the particuler wardes thereof, 25. in number, and 
theſe Aldermen were yeerely changed as are the Shirifes, but 
2 it is otherwiſe, which wardes and the pariſhes in them are 
theſe.

Boney of ſome Dorney bur ( as] take it) P. is pronounced in 
ſteẽde of Th, as it is in many other ancient Saxon words, as Fader, 
Moder, Broder, for Father, Mother, Brother, which error atiſeth 
belike of the miſtaking of rhe capitall D. abreauiated thus D.

This Thorney now Weſtminſter was an Iſland inuironed with the 
Thamis,which deuided it ſelfe, and one braunch paſſed berweene 


_ croſſe and Kings-ſtreere, throrowgh S. Ieames that now 
is, including — and was called Thorney Ly that ir 
was ouergrowen with bryers and thornes ; which 7 lace 
was in the time of King Lvc ry s(as Authors affirme)clenſed,a- 
bout the yeere 186, which Lycry s is ſaide to lay the firſt foun- 
dation of the great Temple of S. Peters, Bur Authors greatly vary 
touching the founders of the ſame Temple. Maſter Camden from 
Sulcardus reporteth that there was firſt a Temple in that place, 
dedicate to Apollo, which was ouerthrowne by an carth quake in 
the time of Antonius Pius. It is not vnlike that fuch an Idol Tem- 
ple was, for it is reported by auncient Authors, that the 7 


wantes, or Trinobantes, did ſomtime ſacrifice Buls, Bullockes, Stags,

Queene of Heazen, Of the ruynes of that Idoll Temple, It is ſaid 
that SREERTVS King of the caſt Saxen ereRted another Tem- 
ple for the ſeruice of the living God, and conſecrated rhe ſame 
to 8. Peter, about the yeere of Chriſt 610. neere about the time 
of the buildiug of Panles, Afterwardes it was deſtroyed by the 
Danes, and Dunftan Buſhop of London, reediſied it about the yeere 
of Cht iſt 960. and made there a monaſteric for 12. Munckes. Fa-

It was ſomerime the pallace of kingCanvrtvs the Da, alſo 
king of Denmarke, and where he made his abode about the yeere 
of Chriſt, 1035. after his returne from Rome into Englande, who 
in regard of his quadruplicitie of kingdomes, eſteemed himſelfe, 
more than a man mortall: for his Scicophants had ſo bewitched 
him with their inchaunted flattertes,that he deemed himſelſe no 
leſſe then a God. And in this proud conceit on a day he paſſed by 
the Thamys,which ran by that pallace, at the lowing of the tide, & 
making ſtaie neere the water, the waues caſt frees ſome part of 
the water towards him, this CAN vr vs coniured the waues by 
his regall commaunde to proceede no farther: the Thamys vnac- 
quainted with this newe God, held on it courſe, flowing as of cu- 
ſtome it vſed to do, and refrained not to aſſayle him neere to the 
knees: whereat this high conceited man as one amazed, begon 
to tremble, ſtarting backe proteſting that hee was but a man, 
though a mightie king. And that he that gouerned thoſe waters, 
was onely worthie to be called a king, and all mortall men, moſt 
mightie kings, ought to ſubiect them vnto him. A woorthic note 
whereby is — owe the almightie Iehouah by his weake crea» 
tures, maketh to ſtoope the moſt 2 in his owne conceite, 
Some wi of this old pallace is yer ſtanding, as S. Stephens chappe!, 
and other buildings vpon the Thi neere ynto which is a moſt 
famous hall, called Ven minſier hall, which was ſo called for that it 
was Aula regis, a kings court, but as touching the founder is great 
varietie. 

Some affirme that Wit tram Rvevs builded it: but M. 
Camden affirmeth that Hoc quod nunc habemus pretorim RIC. 2. diru- 
$0 vetuFliori extruxis ſueque habitationi dicauit. RI c. 2. built it and 
made it his manſion houſe. But me thinks it ĩs to be gathered by 
the words of Thomas ¶ alſingham, that Veſiminſter hall was in the 
time of E D v. the 2. where he ſaith, Si ipff Barones cum ſuis aſſen- 
tatoribus in aula Weftmona#lerii & pleno parliamento venirent &c. 
whereby it appeereth that VWeſtminſer hall and the place ofpar- 
lament there, was 64. yeeres before RI c. 2. But ſome may ſay, 
that the great Hall that nowe is, was not in thoſe daies, but 
the Hall that is nowe called Vhiie hall, where the Court of 
of Reque#F: is now kept. To anſwere that the ſame Thomas ſaith, 
Rex E. 1. Celebrauit penticoſies in aula magna apud Weftmonafierium, 
whereby he maketh a diſtinction berweene thoſe two hals, for
